At Edinburgh, on Octolier 3, 1902, Trigg rode the 
first five wiiuiers and was third in the last raeo. 

Doncaster must be regardeil as the greatest year- 
ling bargain ever recorded. Bought by Mr. Merry 
for $4,750, the famous animal passed Into the hands 
of Mr. Robert Peck for $50,000, and that gentle- 
man made $20,000 on the deal when transferring 
the horse to the late Duke of Westminster. 

Isinglass won the richest prize ever run for on 
the English turf, viz., the Jockey Club Stakes of 
1894, which, with a surplus, was worth $56,510. 
Next in value comes the Prince of Wales’ Stakes 
at Leicester in 1889. Donovan, the winner, took 
$55,000, the second $3,750, and the third $1,250. 
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JOCKEY COLLIS INJURED AT ASCOT. 

May S. Falls with Him at First Jump — La 
Gloria Shows Her Best Form. 

Lf»s ,\ngeles. Cal.. January ,3. — What looked for 
a moment like a repetition of tlie killing of jockey 
Ix'wis oiTurred in the steefileciiase tmlay when May 
S. fell heavily with Coilis after taking the first 
jump. Cidlis was picked up limp and apparently 
lifeless and quifkly removed to the hospital, where, 
after lieing un<*ons<*ious for quite a sp<*ll, he rallied 
fast. Altliough no Inmes were broken, Coilis ex- 
pectorateil much hiood and was undoubtedly hurt 
internally. The track doctor, however, does not re 
gard his condition as serious. La Gloria got over 
the I’litnrity Course fast twlay, clearly showing 
tliat her forte is on a fast track. The wiseacres 
tlirew out her mud rac«‘s and 8npiK»rte<l her almost 
to a man. The finish in the fifth ra^-e was of the 
liair raising kind, many believing that El Cazador 
Itad won, l>nt in this case those b«*st in a [losition 
to judge were (lositive that the judicial placing was 
<*orrect. 

Colonel Jack gralilied himself bailly wlille leav- 
ing the iK>st. almost falling. His nigh front quarter 
was lacerat(*il liadiy and hleil profusely after the 
race. The injury should lay him np for some time. 

IJiie of Life is down with a Iiigh fever and doubts 
are entertaiiieil as to Iier recovery. 

MUTUEL BETTING IN FRANCE. 

When iiookniakers were harreii from doing busi- 
ness In FYance little more than a year ago. con- 
fining siKH'ulation on racing to the mntuels, all 
sorts of dire pre<lictlons were made as to the future 
of tlie turf in that country. It was freely claimed 
tliat racing would lose its popularity under the ex- 
chisive system of niutnel betting. It is interesting, 
therefore, to note how the turf has fared liuring 
I lie period that has just closer! the first full year 
of racing under the new conditions. 

Wlieu making a comparison between receipts and 
profits in 11H)6 as against 1905 It is sufficient to 
take the balance slieets of the five leading “socie- 
ties” in France. Tliese are the So<dete d* Encourage- 
ment, the So<*iete des Steeplechases de Franw, the 
Societe Sportive, tho Soclete du Deml-Sang and the 
Soi-lctc de Sfiort de France. Tlie JurrtsllctK>n of 
the societies namtvi in Paris and the neighborhood, 
wliere most of the important racing is regularly 
held. 

There have been a few owners wlio have forsaken 
the turf owing to the “monopoly” control of betting, 
lint there have been many newcomers to take their 
plact's. The opponents of the mutuels have fre- 
quently stated that the pnlillc did not attend meet- 
ings as much now as heretofore. In this statement 
(hey had truth on their side, hut the falling off in 
gate receiiits has only amounted to $4t»,000 for the 
whole year. 

The full turnover annainted to $1,8,30.0(X>. so if 
one reckons the dethroned hiv>kinakers who have 
not found it worth wliile to attend racing this past 
season tlie discrepancy is practically accounteil for. 
it can thus he st*en that there is no diminution in 
the ordinary race-going |»opnlation. 

And when one comes t«> the iiiarkeil increase in 
nintnel profits it <*an readily be understood that 
iKitli the tYeiK-h government and the various race 
s«H-ieties have cause for self ciHigratulation. It 
ninst always Ik* rei-ollected that the profits the 
race fMK-ietu*s iiiak<‘ <io not go into private hands. 
They are all devoted to the advancement of racing, 
breeding, etc. 

The nintnels iiaiidleil alK>ut $.54, .585,000 during the 
year, wlib'h siiows an increase of about $7,140,000 
on the takings in 190.5. The goveniinent and the 
five .soi'ieties name<l halve the eight per cent, de- 
ducted. the goveriuiient’s .share iK*ing about $2,185,- 
0<H>, or nearly $225,<J00 more than in the previous 
year. 

This sum is expended on the iHK>r, irrigation, etc. 
Onb' last week the government commissiooers voted 
$6iHi,OU0 for irrigation purposes in 2:18 districts. 
The remaining 101 will Ik* atteiMle<l to sliortly. 

The publication of these ra<*e statistics plainly’ 
point to the increasing snc<*ess of cross-country rac- 
ing. The Ste«*plechase So<*iety and the Societe de 
Sport de France — the two big jumping bodies — ^are 
tlie only two to sliow an increase in gate receipts. 
Then the Steeplei'hase Society (wliioh lias eJiarge 
of Auteuil) has actually taken more money in gate 
receipts and in mutnel in vestments than the Societe 
d’Emeuragement, whose authority extends to Long- 
champ and (7iantilly. In fact, the Steeplechase 
Swiety alone shows an iinrease of $8,325 in “gate” 
and $1,772,110 in mntiiel money over last year. 

M. Rnau lias frequently expresseil himself of late 
as perfectly satisfied, and it would apiiear that so 
h»ng as the present prosperity remains in the 
French racing world botikmakers have merely a 
“long odds” chance of relnrning to their old haunts. 
Resides, they cannot compete with mutnel prices 
against outsiders.

HOLTMAN LEAVES TWO HORSES AT 
THE POST AND THEY HISS HIM. 

Keene Wins a Biq Bet on Triumphant—*

Oakland. Cal,, January 3. — Some 5.000 racegoers 
took part in a hostile demonstration against starter 
Holtman at the Oakland race course tod.ay. The 
hissing and yells of disapproval by the spectators 
<*ontinned for several minutes after tlie unlucky 
official returned to the judges’ stand after the 
lliird race in wlilch Golden Rule and Princess 
M’iieeler were left at the post ami the remainder 
of the field was apparently sent away in prrK*essional 
order. Close observers declared tliat all the horses 
were moving simultaneously ami in perfect align- 
ment when Holtman released the liarrier, but in 
such close proximity that they got in one another’s 
way. Miller, on the Inside, stole away with Tri- 
uiiipiiant as if tlie others were anchored. Thurston, 
wlio had the mount on Golden Rule, is a novice and 
ills lieiiig left should not be taken seriously. 

.Miller’s riding continues to be the star feature of 
tlie rai ing at Oakland these days, but the champion’s 
liest efforts were unavailing on his employer’s three- 
year-old Roalta, in the introcluctory race. Tlje 
disqualification of La Rose advaned him into second 
place with Korosilany in the race following, He 
succeeded in .spreadeagling the opposition in tho 
third with Trknnphant and incidentally landed the 
greatest coup of the season for the owner, J. O, 
Keene. Miller earned a lucky third and second with 
Sir Carter and Baker in the fourtli and fifth re- 
spectively. winding up a strenuous afternoon’s work 
with a brilliant victory on Escamado, by which the 
climax of popular enthusiasm was aroused.

CHANGES OF THE GRAND NATIONAL. 

Tlie LIverpiKd Grand National Handi<*ap is l»y 
common consent tlie leading st«M‘plecliase of the turf 
world, nithoiigU it is not tlie most valiialde. It is 
praidically as well known as tlie Ep.soni Derby to 
admirers of racing tlie world over. 'I^is lends 
interest to recent changes in its eomlitions, of 
which an e<1itorial in u recent edition t>f Lomlon 
Sporting Life says: 

“For tlie time Iieing, however, interest is eliiefly 
eenti'TtNl in the Gniiid National Steeple<*lias<‘, mainly 
lieeause tlie <H>nditlons governing this highly-popiilar 
event liave oniv mwe l>eeii revise<l. It will l»e tlie 
very general opinion tliat tlie alterations are Je- 
eUiedly for the better. No one will l>e disiiosed 
to quarrel witli tlie executive for raising tlie value 



of the’ prize from £2,750 to £3,000. The Grand 
Steeplechase de Paris, decided at Autenil in June, 
is worth i:?»,600, ami wc ought not to rest satisfied 
until our premier race under National Hunt Rules 
is lirongiit iimre nearly into line with its ci>uuter- 
part in France. However, it is something to know 
that tlie disi>arity is gradually being lessene<l. An 
extra £250 does not carry us very far, but every 
little helps. In IJMll the Grand National was w’ortli 
£2. .416, so fliat there lias Imhmi a 26 jier cent, ad- 
vance In six y«*ars. If this rate is steadily main- 
tained s«Hiie of ns may live tt» s**e the £.7,606 g»wl 
rea«*lio<l. So far as the monetary ersidltions are 
eoneerneil. tlie only otli<*r alteration i.s tliat tlie 
iKMse liiiisiiiiig foiirtJi is to ree«*ive £75 instead of 
£56 as last y<*ar. 

“Rut tlie change jnst ailnded to is not l»y any 
im*ans the most material of tlie inmivations that 
liave iH'i n iulrodiieeii. Hitherto the siiile of penal- 
ties opc.-uting against candidates f<*r tlie Blue 
Riliaml of the ’Chase has not only lx*«*ii of a com- 
plex character, hut it lias liad a most damaging 
influence on the sport in general up to the end 
of .March in each seasim. Here are the conditions 
that governed the race last season; ‘Winners 
after the inihlicatlon of the weiglits of any two 
steepleclias**s of three miles or over lo carry four 
pounds, of a Iiandicap steeple<*hase of any value 
over a distance ex<*eetlliig tlirw miles, of any 
sleepleclia' ;» value 6(X> sovs <>ver any distance six 
pounds exlf^i; no ]>enaltics for winners c»f steeple- 
eliases coiiUikhI to maidens at starting; liorses i*rigln- 
ally liandic'appcMl in this race alsive eleven stone, 
s«*ven pounds, and under twelve stone to c*arry only 
half of tlie foregoing iienaltles n'speelively, and if 
originally at twelve stone and niiwards exempted from 
jHMialties.’ This s<-lienie was complex; nevertheless 
its mcMiiiiig was plain enough to tliose wiio liad 
animals engaged in tlie race possessing evcm so 
miuli as liair a eliaiite of winning, Tlii*y c'oiild not 
afford lo niii the risk of tlieir horses Incurring a 
iKMialty; and so it came lo pass tliat tlie managers 
of sueli meetings as tliose at Sandowu^iiid Kemptoii 
liad lo 1 m* careful wlieu drawing up their iirograms. 
Ill this way everylMidy suffered. The drawback is 
now, however, iiractieally rc*niovcd. 'Fhe new’ condi- 
tions n*ad: ‘A winner after piihik’ation of Hie 

weights of a liaiiclic*ap sleepleelia.se of three miles 
and a half oi* over to c*arry four poiiiKls extra: 
winners originally liaiidicnipied at c*leven stone c»r 
over Icc 1 m* exeiiip!c*d from pc*iiu 1 1 ies. ’ 'I'liat is plain. 
straiglitfi>rward, and sc>nsitdc*. ()m*e the weights ai'c* 
piildislied a liorsc* c*iigaged in the Graiicl Natbuial 
can. w'ithcMit injury to liis prospects, run in imldic* 
as oflc*n ns liis owner cIkmiscs in any rac*es of less 
clislanc*e tliaii tlm*«* miles and a lialf, ami there are 
not many c*vc*nts in wiiic*li tlie c*ontestants are aske<l 
to travc*rse more tliaii three miles: and even In 
these few the lM*tter class liorses <*aii f‘oiii|>ete with- 
out fc*ar of tlie c-onsequem*c*s. 'riie ]>rc»babi!ity is 
tliat we sliall bc*nct*fortli sec* a goodly proportion of 
Hie eamlidates for Idverpool 1ioiich*s doing Hie most. 
streiiiicMis part of their prepuratiun in pnlilic*, and 
interest in tlie great Ainlrc*e rac*e will 1 h* lic>igliteiieil 
acM-ordingly. It will in* the fine.st ndverti.semeiit 
Hint c-cMild possildy Im^ proeiirc*d, snri>assing in tliat 
regard Hie lM*iielit derivc*d from ante-i>ost lM*ttlng, 
“'riic* rc‘giilaHoii that horsc*s liandic'ap]>ed at eb*vc*ii 
sfom* or civc*r shall Im* c*xc*iiiptc*d from |H*nalty is 
IiartIcMilarly valuable*, 'riiere is too grc*at a teiidenc-y 
to cTusli good liorsc*s witli weiglit. It may 1 m* said 
tliat four pounds is met a vc*ry serious matter, but 
it means a deal ovc*r tlie four and a Iialf miles 
at .\iiitrc*c*. Looking l»ac*k to last year’s Uundic*ap 
for Hic* Grand National the following were liaiidi- 
c*apiM*d at 4‘leveii stone or over: liCinster, twelve 

stone* sc'veii pounds; Kirkkiiid. twelve stmie live 
{Mjiiimls: I>niimTc*c». twelve* stone; Jolin .M. I*., e*leven 
stone eiglit iKsiiids; Roiiian Law*, ele*ven stone five 
|M>uiids; Phil M.iy. eleven stone five ]H»niids; Pat- 
lander. eleven stone two poiimls; Aunt .May, eleven 
stone two iKnnids; Cointit, eleven stone; R.inuneulus.
